Quantity, quality and distribu-}|’ 


tion are the important factors ‘i 
proper home lighting, Richard A. 
‘uckby declared at the session of 
the Home Planning institute in 
Chaffey college Wednesday eve- 
ning. 

Measured in candlefoot power. 
the amount of light given by an 
ordinary candle at a distance of 
one foot, he said the golfer gets 
10,000 units, a person reading 
under the shade of a tree 1,000 
units while in the average home 
incandescence measures about five 
units.

About 30 units ate necessary for 
magazine reading, 35 for news- 
paper reading and 75 to thread a 
needle, he declared. 


Light for reading should be dis- 
tributed in the proportion of five 
units directly to one in the back- 
ground, the latter obtained by 
lamp placement in the room and 
by reflection from walls and ceil- 
ings.

Europe Is Forum 
Topic 








Few men have traveled more 
, extensively over Europe than has 
‘Dr. Richard. Struna, who wi 
speak in the Chaffey civic audi- 
torium at the fourth community 
forum next Wednesday evening at 

Soon after the Germans enter- 
ed Czechoslovakia in 1939, Dr. 
Struna was placed on the black 
list by the gestapo, but finally was 
able to make his way through 
France into Spain and to Portu- 
gal, and from there came to the 
United States. He wag the last 
American to leave Czechoslova- 
kia before the United States entry 
into the war. ‘ 

Dr. Struna is a native of Czecho- 
slovakia and is now an American 
citizen. Unlike many foreign cor. 
respondents and writers, Dr. 
Struna speaks English without 
foreign accent. He has a splendid 
speaking voice, a magnetic per- 
sonality, a flair for the dramatic 
and a good sense of humor. He 
speaks weekly on a national radio 
hookup. 

During the first World war, Dr 
unaswwas an. officer in the 
rechoslovakian army. For’ two 
years he fought on the Russian 
front, where he was made a pr'- 
soner of war. For the next two 
years he was confined in a Russian 
army camp, where he learned t 
speak their language the harc 

way. 

Knowing Hitler, he hag _ beer 
able to study his plans and their 
execution and has a wide under- 
standing of Kurope at war 

Dr. Struna is a physician and 
practices medicine in the United 
States. He last returned to the 
United States in June. 141, after 
having lived under Hitler and the 
Gestapo two years. 

He was president of one of the 
largest privately owned industri 
enterprises in Czechoslovakia an 
as a journalist has contributed 
periodicals in both Europe and | 
United States.

LAND THREE YEARS, 


BACK WITH FRESH VIEW OF WAR 


Home from England and 
France, where he helped prepare 
for “D” day and then participat- 
ed in it, Park Riggs has some 
up-to-date observations about 
life in England. and the war 
against Germany. 

The son of Mr, and Mrs. Earl 
F. Riggs, Wets Seventh street, 
the Uplander returned Wednes- 
day after being in the war zone 
three years. A skilled techni- 
cian, the Uplander went to Eng- 
land through Canada in the 
early days of the war and later 
Was commissioned as a sub-lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Navy. He 
was in the radar communica- 
tions division and his group 
Played a vital role in the actual 
battle. for Normandy. 

“Most of the damage by the 
German ‘buzz bombs’ is in. the 
London area and people else- 
where in England are somewhat 
removed from the actual com- 
bat,” observed the young Up- 
lander who is old in war fare ex- 
perience. 

Asked how the English people 


are “taking it,” Mr. Riggs said; 

“the people there believe it will 

be.a long time before the war is 
* over.” 

Many casualities from the 
battlefield are in England but 
the people in general do not see 
them, he said. 

He resigned his commission to 
return to this country because 
“my principal work has_ been 
completed.” Subject to military 
duty now with the U. S. forces, 
the Uplander is uncertain when 
he will be called. 

In the meantime he will visit 
with his parents and many 
friends, He is a Chaffey high 
school graduate, 

One interesting interlude in 
war-torn England came when 
his brother-in-law, Lt. Louis 
Hitter, whom he had never met 
previously, spent several days 


with him. Lt. Hitter is the hus- . 


band of the former Virginia

For Citrus Orchard @ 
Heating Advised - 


Fireproof clothing will prevent 
serious body burns during or- 
chard heating, according to A. 
G. Salter, San Bernardino coun- 
ty agricultural agent of the uni- 
versity of California. 

Accidents frequently occur in 
orchard heating work, some of 
them resulting in serious burns, 
and growers should urge their 
werkers to be careful with their 
habitS while lighting orchard 
hesters. Much risk can be elim- 
inated by having clothing fire- 
proof. 

Mr. Salter stated clothes in- 
tended for use in orchard heat- 
ing work may be fireproofed by 
dipping in a solution of one 
pound of ammonium sulfamate 
per gallon of water. This is not 
amonium sulphate, generally 
known and used as a fertilizer. 

Material thus treated and 
dried will scorch in contact with 
fire but will not readily ignite 
and burn. Being water soluble, 
the chemical will be removed in 
washing, and, therefore, clothes 
should he treated after each 
laundering. Dry cleaninz does 
not remove the fire resistant 
property. 

Mr. Salter cautioned that oil- 
soaked clothing should not be 
worn in firing operations. .
